Teen-agers 
Improve 
Theii* Image 


LAWRENCE, Mass. (AP) - 
It all started on a blazing hot 
day in August picking up beer 
bottles — and it has grown into 
a major civic project with a 
burst of teen-age energy and 
ideas. 
And the teen-agers have done 
it themselves to improve their 
image in this small city ~ and 
build up civic pride by getting 
involved in civic affairs. 
The teen-agers call it “ The 
Teen Betterment Committee.’’ 
So far the results have includ­ 
ed a partly reclaimed municipal 
park, a growing manpower pool 
of some of the best workers in 
the city , reduced vandalism and 
more ideas for projects than the 
city knows how to handle. 
How do y ou ex plain it? “ You 
don’t,’’ said Francis X. O’Con­ 
nell of the State Division of 
Employ ment Security . “ You’re 
just thankful for it.’’ 
! 
O’Connell is involved in the; 
committee’s 
current 
project, j 
finding jobs for teen-agers. Hej 
has helped place 30 boy s and 10 
girls in part-time jobs and so 
far he say s “ they ’re working 
out just great.’’ 
“ We’re looking for things that 
might go wrong, too,’’ he added, j 
“ Because teen-agers organized | 
to find jobs for teen-agers is ai 
new idea, and if there are any j 
loopholes we want to find them. I 
“ But I tell y ou these kids 
don’t kiiow how to quit. And, of 
course, they ’re filling a real 
need. We have a real labor 
shortage here.’’ 
Lawrence is an industrial city 
of 75,000 about 40 mites north of 
Boston. 
The Teen Betterment Com­ 
mittee began late last summer 
when a community group in 
South Lawrence decided to tap 
teen-age energy to clear an 
abandoned city park. 
The 
kids 
organized 
them­ 
selves with a minimum of adult 
supervision. More than 100 of 
them gave 9 00 hours to the 
project, reclaimed about two 
acres of the 17-acre hilly , wood­ 
ed park and filled 50 city dump 
trucks with a variety of trash. 
They worked in the first week 
of August, the hottest week of 
the y ear, in three-hour shifts. 
The 
city 
aldermen 
showed 
their gratitude for the two acres 
of park land by throwing a 
swim party for the teen-agers. 
Then the aldermen and the 
other Lawrence adults sat back 
to 
see 
what 
the 
committee 
would do nex t. 
John Watson, 17, president of 
the committee, said. “ We got 
the feeling that the adults were 
skeptical about us. They figured 
this was a one-time project. You 
know, teen-agers couldn’t stay ^ 
with 
any thing 
productive 
for 
very long.’’ 
The first test came when the 
city moved benches and play ­ 
ground equipment into the re­ 
claimed section of the park. 
Vandals struck almost imme­ 
diately , smashed some benches 
and 
threw trash around the 
grounds. 
“ Some the boy s went out to 
the park at night and waited for 
these guy s to come back,’’ Wat­ 
son said, “ and when they did 
the situation was taken care 
of.’’ 
The 
park 
has 
not 
been 
bothered by vandals since. 
Now the committee, still with 
a core membership of about 100, 
is looking for money and a place 
to establish a neighborhood teen 
center, is planning to establish a 
scholarship fund and a speak­ 
ers’ bureau and is working to 
ex pand its manpower pool.

300 miles, a nd ha ve been a ba r­ 
rier to commerce a nd develop­ 
ment in the tropica l interiors of 
the three countries. 
Bela unde, in a sta tement to 
The Associa ted Press, sa id the 
highwa y will help crea te on the 
ea st side of the Andes “ a new

Vast Changes Taking Place And Affecting All Swedes 


STOCKHOLM, Sweden (AP) 
— Stockholm hasn’t ex p erienced 
war in almost 160 y ears, bu t at 
first glance y ou ’d think this v i­ 
brant cap ital of the north mu st 
hav e come u nder bomber at­ 
tack. 
Great holes gap e toward the 
sky . Hu ge areas stand lev eled 
or with bu ildings p artly demol­ 
ished. Many a gracefu l old 
bu ilding has v anished. You defi­ 
nitely get a boom-town feeling. 
Ou twardly at least, change is on 
all sides. 
It strikes y ou with the rhy th­ 
mic clang of the p ile driv ers 
sinking steel shafts for the 
stru ctu res of the fu tu re and for 
the tu nnels and ov erhead roads 
which will sp eed traffic in the 
new Stockholm.

There is no way , sho rt o f co n- 
icripting ev ery able-bo died man in 
the co u ntry , o f making the draft ab­ 
so lu tely fair and equ al. Ev en if this 
were attempted, inequ alities wo u ld 
remain in military serv ices itself. 
In the Army to day , as in the past, 
o ne man is handed a rifle and placed 
in daily leo pardy o f life and limb o n 
the firing line. 
Ano ther is assigned 
to a desk and nev er faces a hazard 
gi*eater than catching a finger in the 
pencil sharpener. 
Bu t while there is plenty o f argu ­ 
ment o v er the cu rrent law, w^hich ex ­ 
pires Ju ly 1, and o v er su ggestio ns fo r 
impro v ing it, there is general agree­ 
ment that a better o ne can and mu st 
be written 
That there 
be a new law is 
as certain as that the war in Vietnam 
will no t be o v er o n .Tu ne 30. It is ju st 
as certain that the new* law will sat­ 
isfy neither tho se w’ho u rge that the 
draft be abo lished entirely no r tho se 
who adv o cate tru e Univ ersal Military 
Training. It is to be ho ped, ho wev er, 
that it will eliminate the mo re blatant 
inequ ities that characterize the pres­ 
ent metho d o f deciding who will serv e 
and who will be deferred. 
President 
Jo hnso n 
has 
reco m­ 
mended a nu mber o f changes to Co n­ 
gress, based o n a repo rt o f a 20-mem­ 
ber Natio nal 
Adv iso ry 
Co mmissio n 
o n Selectiv e Serv ice. 
Thev inclu de 


indu cting 19 -y ear-o lds first, tighten­ 
ing co llege deferments, redu cing the 
nu mber o f draft bo ards and making 
their standards o f selectio n mo re u ni­ 
fo rm and a lo ttery . 
There is debate o n the details, bu t 
the pro v isio n regarding men o f age 
19 seems eminently so u nd. 
It is, fo r 
o ne thing, the age when being requ ir­ 
ed to pu t in two y ears in the serv ice 
is least likely to disru pt a y o u ng 
man’s plans fo r scho o ling o r wo rk o r 
marriage. 
Fo r ano ther, it will replace the 
“iffiness” o f the 
present 
situ atio n 
with an element o f inev itability . Fac­ 
ed with the almo st-su re pro spect o f 
being di'afted at 19 , mo re men will be 
enco u raged to enlist at 18 to get their 
o bligatio n o v er with. 
Others will be 
disco u raged fro m embarking o n the 
game o f academic ro u lette with their 
draft bo ards and tu rning into pro fes­ 
sio nal .stu dents who stay in scho o l 
lo ng after they wo u ld o therwise hav e 
co mpleted their stu dies. 
Mo st impo rtant, since mo re men 
are likely to start a similar m arital 
scho lastic o r career statu s at this age 
than any o ther, it wo u ld seem the 
best way to implement the ideal the 
President had in mind when he said, 
“The natio n’s requ irement that men 
mu st serv e . . . impo .ses this o bliga­ 
tio n: That in this land o f equ als, men

Sunny Bimini Cliarnis Pall On Po well

Things hav e no t been 
going well fo r Adam Clay to n Po well o n the 
su n-kissed island o f Bimini. His self-impo sed 
ex ile in the paradise has begu n to pall, and 
his wo rds to newsmen, “Why go back to 
Washingto n when y o u can enjo y a place 
like this?” hav e dev elo ped a v er\’ ho llo w 
ring. 


Things hav e beco me so difficu lt that 
Adam’s clo sest adv isers are wo rking fev er­ 
ishly to get him back to New Yo rk befo re 
he display s in pu blic what they hav e al­ 
ready seen in priv ate - the signs o f illness. 
Fo r a man who o nce flew all the way 
to the Bandu ng co nference in Indo nesia to 
defend the United States against the Chi­ 
nese co mmu nists and who as chairman o f 
the Ho u se Labo r and Edu catio n Co mmittee 
passed so me o f the mo st impo rtant edu ca­ 
tio n and labo r laws in histo ry , it’s a pathetic 
pictu re. 
“One minu te he’s pleasant and charm­ 
ing and the nex t minu te he’s cu tting y o u r 
gu ts o u t,” co nfessed o ne su ppo rter who had 
flo wn do wn to Bimini to help. “That’s why 
they can’t get any o ne to go do wn there ex ­ 
cept the dissidents and the third-party ites. 
Adam thinks ev ery o ne do wn there is spy ing 
o n him.” 
Tht End o f the W’o rld Bar has also lo st 
it.s appeal; and ev en Co rinne Hu ff, first 
Negro girl to win the Miss Ohio beau ty 
co ntest, who has been liv ing with Adam 
In So u th Bimini, appear.s u nhappy . 
Adam’s Iso latio n 
Part o f the tro u ble is the New Yo rk 
co u rts. Until it’s certain that Adam wo n’t 
be arrested when he retu rns, his su ppo rters 
are try ing to keep so meo ne o n the island to 
dispel his sense o f iso latio n and abando n­ 
ment. 
* To this end they are sending o u t calls— 
so me almo st threats o f po litical retaliatio n— 
to pro minent Negro es aro u nd the co u ntry 
to co me to Bimini to stand u p and be co u nt­ 
ed as friends o f Adam. This, ho wev er, has 
no t been easy . Po well has insu lted to o many 
o f his friends. Ev en when Chu ck Sto ne, fo r­ 
mer edito r o f the Afro - American and 
Adam’s mo st faithfu l staff member, came 
to Bimini, he was kept waiting 24 ho u rs 
befo re Po well wo u ld giv e him a priv ate 
au dience. 
To bo lster bo th Adam’s pu blic image and 
his self-reliance, nego tiatio ns are u nder way 
to get widely respected civ il rights leaders, 
ranging fro m Philip Rando lph o f the Sleep­ 
ing Car Po rters’ Unio n to Martin Lu ther 
King and Whitney Yo u ng o f the Urban 
Leagu e, to co me to the island. In retu rn 
Po well wo u ld keep his mo u th shu t — no 
mo re TV press co nferences sho wing Adam 
apparently u nder the influ ence o f to o many 
aco tches. 
So me newspapers hav e repo rted that 
Adam is no t co ncerned abo u t the pro spects 
o f being arrested if he retu rns to New 
Yo rk. In Miami, ho wev er, when he flew 
there to hav e an electio n paper no tarized, 
he appeared to be v ery mu ch co ncerned. 
He remained at the airpo rt o nly 20 min­ 
u tes. If he is arrested, he wants to be 
tapped in Harlem amid his co nstitu ents. 
There was a time when Adam didn’t giv e 
a ho o t abo u t his pu blic image. Thu mbing 
his no ise at white men made him a hero 
back in Harlem. Bu t tho se day s hav e 
changed. 
After fro nt-page newspapw sto ries fea­ 
tu red him with a bo so my fire dancer in the 
End o f the Wo rld Bar — pictu res which also 
inspired the wrath o f Co rinne Hu ff — Adam 
was persu aded that he mu st impro v e his 
image. 
End Of The Wo rld 
This was what started his series o f week­ 
end o u tdo o r sermo ns o n the island. They 
were attended chiefly by eu rio u g Amerlcai 


to u rists. Few nativ es came to be co nv erted. 
To them, Adam was o ld hat. 
At a press co nference o n the Mo ndav be­ 
fo re Palm Su nday Po well distribu ted palms 
to a pack o f Tallahassee Bo y Sco u ts who 
had been co rralled fo r the specific pu rpo se 
o f hav ing their pictu re taken. The palms, 
acco rding to Adam, had been gathered by 
island children fo r Palm Su nday serv ices. 
Actu ally they had been cu t o nly a few min­ 
u tes befo re fro m a dead palm' branch, no t 
by children bu t by Po well’s bo at captain. 
Wlien the stage was set fo r the palm pres­ 
entatio n, .so meo ne went to the End o f the 
Wo rld Bar to tell Adam all was ready . He 
then came o u t to Bro wn’s co u rty ard to an­ 
no u nce that he wo u ld enter Harlem the fo l­ 
lo wing Su nday ju st as Jesu s entered Jeru ­ 
salem, triu mphant o n Palm Su nday -ex cept 
Adam no ted he wo u ld no t be riding o n the 
fo al o f an ass. 
Sho rtly thereafter when he heard that the 
co u rt co ntempt o rder wo u ld no t be rev o ked, 
Adam rev o ked his o wn plans fo r retu rning 
triu mphant to Harlem, 
Actu ally Adam is no t hav ing the gay 
time many peo ple think. Ev ery mo rning he 
fishes alo ne ex cept fo r the co mpany o f his 
captain. Ev ery afterno o n he drinks sco tch 
while play ing do mino es in the End o f the 
Wo rld Bar. Co rinne Hu ff’s nerv ’es appear 
fray ed. She do e.sn’t enjo y hav ing to u rists 
fo cu s their cameras o n her and either du cks 
do wn in the fishing bo at o r stay s ho me 
alo ne. 
Tho se respo nsible fo r clearing the legal 
ro ad fo r Adam’s retu rn to New' Yo rk hav e 
been warned by do se friends that if he re­ 
mains o n the island in the su n to o mu ch 
lo nger, it may be fo r Adam tru ly the end 
o f the wo rld. 
Su ch is the penalty no t so mu ch fo r u sing 
airplane credit cards, which o ther co ngress­ 
men hav e do ne, bu t o f igno ring y o u r wife 
while at the same time cashing her salary 
checks. It was the testimo ny o f Adam’a re­ 
jected wife Yv ette which hu rt him mo st.
